Why You Pay Tax, 


Morgan Doesn't 


200 Millions Revealed Lost 


to U. S. Through Legal 


Loophole

WASHINGTON—This is to 


explain why J. P. Morgan anc 
his partners—along with per- 
haps hundreds of other mil- 
lionaires—did not pay any in- 
come tax in 1931. 


. Also why t h e Morgan 


partners did not pay any in- 
come tax for 1932 and why 
they will not pay any for 1933 
unless congress does some- 
thing about it in the immedi- 
ate future before its adjourn- 
ment. 


Millions of poorer, middle class per- 


sons paid increased taxes this year on 
last year's incomes and probably will 
be soaked 50 per cent more on 1933 
incomes in order to pay the costs of 
the unemployment relief program. 


But the 20 members of the House of 


Morgan and others who still receive 
huge incomes go free. This was dis- 
closed during the investigation of the 
Morgan firm by the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee. 


No Tax Paid Under Law 


The Morgan partners, under the law, 


were able to take an inventory which 
showed a large decline in the value 
of their assets. They were able to 
charge this loss against the tax which 
;hey would otherwise have paid on 
heir incomes, principally received in 
.he form of interest. 


As a partnership, they were able to 


show that they had no income what- 
ever Tor taxable purposes, since the 
icderal tax law still permits dealers 
in securities to charge off losses on 
stocks and bonds against other income 
on their tax reports. 


The stock market crash of 1929 and 


the subsequent period cost thet Treas- 
ury hundreds of millions of dollars 
through such deductions. Corporation 
and individual income tax payments 
dropped from about $2,200,000,000 in 
1929 to 5570,000,000 in 1931. Losses on 
stocks, bonds and real estate entered 
in income tax returns for 1931 totalled 
$l,235iOOO,000, offset by some $450,000,- 
000 of capital gains and resulting in a 
federal loss of somewhere near $200,- 
,000,000 which wiped off income tax 
that otherwise would have been due.

In a decision Monday by Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, to which there Was no 
dissent, 
severely 
criticized federal 


Judge James A. Lowell o( Massachu- 
setts for his handling of a criminal 
case. 


Angelo Quercia of Somerville, Mass., 


wps convicted of violating the Harri- 
son narcotic act. He contended the 
Conviction was obtained 
by Judge 


Lowell's exceeding the bounds of fair 
comment and agr'ued that the judge 
had committed an error which enti- 
tled the defendant to a new trie}. 


Chief Justice Hugres pointed out that 


Judge Lowell in his instructions to 
the jury had said: 


"And now I am1 going to tell you 


what I think of the defendant's testi- 
mony. You have noticed, Mr. Fore- 
man and gentlemen, that he wiped' his 
hands during his testimony. It is a 
rather curious thing, but that is al- 
most always an indication of lying. 
Why it should be so we don't know, 
but that is a fact. I think that every 
single word that man said, 
except 


when he agreed with the government's 
testimony, was a lie." 


Emphasizing the importance of in- 


structions by trial judges to'the jury, 
and the right of such judges to ex- 
plain and comment on the .evidence, 
the 'decisipn. said, "This privilege of 
the judge to comment on the facts has 
its inherent limitations." The chief 
justice said it was for the jury to test 
the credibility of a witness', giving his 
testimony such weight as the mem- 
bers thought it deserved.

month' by the Virginia delegation be- 
cause he had refused to honor that 
state's request for the return of -a ne- 
gro accused of murdering two women-

WHY YOU PAY TAXES 


(Continued from page one) 


is necessary to divide the beneficiaries 
of the stock loss and the capital gains 
and losses provisions into three groups: 


J. Previously all profjt or loss on 


the sale of securities which had been 
held less than two years was charge- 
able on tax returns as ordinary profit 
or loss against incomes. After the 
market crash speculators 
in large 


numbers wiped out their income taxes. 
A man receiving JIO.OOO a year in sal- 
ary who had lost $10,000 on stocks 
would pay no tax. If he had lost 
$5,000 he would pay tax on only $5,000. 
The 1932 act eliminated this privilege 
except as it permitted the charging of 
any such loss off against any stock 
gain that may be made, 


2. The capital-gains tax treats per- 


sons who have held stocks or real es- 
tate more than two years as a separ- 
ate class of investors, rather than as 
speculators. This was not changed. 
H permits taxpayers to treat the gain 
en sale of stock after two years as or- 
dinary income or to add to his tax 
12Vi per cent of the gain. In case of 
los§ he must deduct the loss from or- 
dinary income or apply 12^ per cent 
of its credit against the tax on his or- 
dinary income—according to which 
method produces the largest fax. 
Nearly $200,000,000 was "entered as cap- 
ital loss in 1931 and this proyisipn con- 
tinuues to wipe off many incpme taxes. 


3. Dealers in securities are permit- 


ted to inventory their securities every 
year for tax return purposes. They 
and persons engaged in the banking 
business—and th.e House of Morgan 
falls under bot^i categories—are- ex- 
empted from the section of the 1932 
act covering persons who have held 
securities less than two years. The 
capital gains tax is not applied to 
them and they remain und,er the gen- 


provisions of the act. 


Loophole, WcaUhy Escape 


Unlike most of the rest of us, -the 


Morgan partners don't have to seli 
their securities in order to charge up 
losses op'their tax return. 
,',.They paid large taxes when their 
inventories showed large gains in pre- 
depression days an.d now pay nqne at 
all because the inventories show 
losses.' 
. Many members of Congress are now 
wondering what can best be dpne 
abpijt it. The loophole remains in the 
law—and the only way the ordinary 
citizen can be helped is through ; a 
change in the law.

In a decision Monday by Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, to which there Was no 
dissent, 
severely 
criticized federal 


Judge James A. Lowell o( Massachu- 
setts for his handling of a criminal 
case. 


Angelo Quercia of Somerville, Mass., 


wps convicted of violating the Harri- 
son narcotic act. He contended the 
Conviction was obtained 
by Judge 


Lowell's exceeding the bounds of fair 
comment and agr'ued that the judge 
had committed an error which enti- 
tled the defendant to a new trie}. 


Chief Justice Hugres pointed out that 


Judge Lowell in his instructions to 
the jury had said: 


"And now I am1 going to tell you 


what I think of the defendant's testi- 
mony. You have noticed, Mr. Fore- 
man and gentlemen, that he wiped' his 
hands during his testimony. It is a 
rather curious thing, but that is al- 
most always an indication of lying. 
Why it should be so we don't know, 
but that is a fact. I think that every 
single word that man said, 
except 


when he agreed with the government's 
testimony, was a lie." 


Emphasizing the importance of in- 


structions by trial judges to'the jury, 
and the right of such judges to ex- 
plain and comment on the .evidence, 
the 'decisipn. said, "This privilege of 
the judge to comment on the facts has 
its inherent limitations." The chief 
justice said it was for the jury to test 
the credibility of a witness', giving his 
testimony such weight as the mem- 
bers thought it deserved.

month' by the Virginia delegation be- 
cause he had refused to honor that 
state's request for the return of -a ne- 
gro accused of murdering two women-

WHY YOU PAY TAXES 


(Continued from page one) 


is necessary to divide the beneficiaries 
of the stock loss and the capital gains 
and losses provisions into three groups: 


J. Previously all profjt or loss on 


the sale of securities which had been 
held less than two years was charge- 
able on tax returns as ordinary profit 
or loss against incomes. After the 
market crash speculators 
in large 


numbers wiped out their income taxes. 
A man receiving JIO.OOO a year in sal- 
ary who had lost $10,000 on stocks 
would pay no tax. If he had lost 
$5,000 he would pay tax on only $5,000. 
The 1932 act eliminated this privilege 
except as it permitted the charging of 
any such loss off against any stock 
gain that may be made, 


2. The capital-gains tax treats per- 


sons who have held stocks or real es- 
tate more than two years as a separ- 
ate class of investors, rather than as 
speculators. This was not changed. 
H permits taxpayers to treat the gain 
en sale of stock after two years as or- 
dinary income or to add to his tax 
12Vi per cent of the gain. In case of 
los§ he must deduct the loss from or- 
dinary income or apply 12^ per cent 
of its credit against the tax on his or- 
dinary income—according to which 
method produces the largest fax. 
Nearly $200,000,000 was "entered as cap- 
ital loss in 1931 and this proyisipn con- 
tinuues to wipe off many incpme taxes. 


3. Dealers in securities are permit- 


ted to inventory their securities every 
year for tax return purposes. They 
and persons engaged in the banking 
business—and th.e House of Morgan 
falls under bot^i categories—are- ex- 
empted from the section of the 1932 
act covering persons who have held 
securities less than two years. The 
capital gains tax is not applied to 
them and they remain und,er the gen- 


provisions of the act. 


Loophole, WcaUhy Escape 


Unlike most of the rest of us, -the 


Morgan partners don't have to seli 
their securities in order to charge up 
losses op'their tax return. 
,',.They paid large taxes when their 
inventories showed large gains in pre- 
depression days an.d now pay nqne at 
all because the inventories show 
losses.' 
. Many members of Congress are now 
wondering what can best be dpne 
abpijt it. The loophole remains in the 
law—and the only way the ordinary 
citizen can be helped is through ; a 
change in the law.

Judge McGehee's decision at Little 


Rock Wednesday upholds the literal 
text of the state law, and supports the 
view at first generally' held by attor- 
neys that Arkansas' bone-dry statute 
outlaws a beverage of < any alcoholic 
content whatsoever, regardless wheth- 
er it is intoxicating or not.

As pointed out editorially by The 


•„ Star some time ago Crawford <&.MoBe» 


Digest says in the opening declaration 
of the bone-dry act, Section 6159, that 
it shall be "unlawful to sell . . . any 
alcoholic liquors."

continues 


through Sections 6160-61-62, but in the 
next section, 6163 occurs this conflict- 
ing statement: "It shall be unlawful 
for any person to procure or purchase 
for another any alcohol or INTOXI- 
CATING SPIRITS of any character."

Up lo Supreme Court 


If the Arkansas Supreme 
Court 


should hold, in the appeal from Judge 
McGehee's decision, that the appar- 
ently absolute prohibition of the open- 
ing section of the law is based upon 
and qualified by the later phrase "in- 
toxicating spirits,' 'then it is believed 
the definition of "intoxicating" as es- 
tablished by congress would hold in 
Arkansas, legalizing the sale of thrce- 
point-two by a court order. 


If the supreme court sustains Judge 


McGchee, sale can be legalized only 
through repeal of the legislative act. 


Even should the supreme court de- 


clare sale of beer legal, it would still 
be necessary for the legislature to 
meet in special session in order to 
provide for licensing and taxing of 
beverage sales, as handled by most of 
the states.

I give you his criticism of the Roose- 


velt program for what it is worth.' He 
charges that the real aim of the in- 
dustrial-control bill is:

their fair share of taxes. 


2. To substitute a general sales tax 


upon the poor, for surtaxes on in- 
comes and on government bonds. 


3. To make the president dictator.

I am afraid of any statement by a 


college professor on the politics of the 
day. 
He makes things appear too easy. 


He's one of these "gymnasium box- 
ers"—looks great in training, but 
doesn't last a round in the actual 
fight. 


Professor Dewey, an idealist, thinks 


up dynamite to give Huey P. Long, a 
practical politican, who uses the pro- 
fessor's dynamite to wangle somebody 
out of an expensive automobile and a 
$100,000 life insurance endowment. 


The solution for this country's trou- 


bles lies somewhere between misguid- 
ed professors ' and dangerous dema- 
gogues. I think it lies in the heart of 
an honest and courageous president, 
and veteran political leaders like Sen- 
ator Glass, who have presented an 
uncompromising front to predatory 
wealth all their lives. 


X X X 


What Professor Dewey is telling us 


in charge No. 1 is that the mere pos- 
session of wealth is a crime. Now the 
common people don't really believe 
that. Every man is out to make as 
much money as he honorably can. .If 
4 per cent of the people own 80 per 
cent of our wealth, still, the govern- 
ment can't arbitrarily seize it without 
changing the face of our civilization. 
This is the working capital behind all 
American enterprise. 


Something is wrong, of course. For 


one thing, we have just come out of a 
Republican administration that was 
overly-friendly to great wealth—and 
Mr. Roosevelt is changing that condi- 
tion rapidly. 


Professor Dewey charges (No. 2) that 


we are drifting away from super- 
taxes on incomes of the rich to a sales 
lax that hits everybody. 


I think he is right in this analysis. 


I think eventually we will have both 
federal and state sales taxes. 


But that's no proof of friendship for 


great wealth. The fact is that even 
with fully honest income tax reports 
the government revenues were bound 
lo have taken a terrible licking since 
the depression began. Now we have 
to turn elsewhere for revenue. But 
professors, with assured salaries from 
university endowments, don't under- 
stand as much about the practical side

ST. LOUIS—(/P)—The ex- 


pansion in commerce and in- 
dustry in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve district, begun in 
March, continued on a con- 
siderably broader scale in 
April, the monthly review of 
the St. Louis Federal Reserve 
Bank said Wednesday. 


"The improvement extended both to 


sentiment in the business community," 
the report said, "and actual volume 
of transaclions. For the first time in 
many months merchants and manufac- 
turers showed a disposition to cover 
on future requirements, the chief in- 
centives for this attitude being the 
sharp advance in commodity prices 
and increased demands from the gen- 
eral public." 


Merchants to Market 


Inventories of merchanise were still 


below those a year ago, but the num- 
ber of visiting merchants in distribu- 
tion centers was large during April 
and the first half of May. 


Employment in May showed mod- 


erate gains over April, while April 
gains were measurably larger 
than 


those in March. Farm work was de- 
layed from two weeks to a month and 
trade made a poorer showing in em- 
ployment figures. 


Taken as a whole the volume of 


production at manufacturing establish- 
ments was measurably larger in April 
than in March and compared favor- 
ably with April a year ago, the report I 
said. 


There were new high 
levels for 


prices of agricultural products. Re- 
tail trade in April was 27 per cent 
greater than in March, but 1.29 per 
cent less than in April last year. Com- 
bined sale of all wholesaling and job- 
bing firms reporting were 10 per cent 
greater in April than ifi March and 
2 per cent larger thart in April, 1932.

clude rates to inter-city and rural sub- 
scribers in the scope of its investiga- 
:ion. 


The action was taken under a res- 


olution adopted by the Corporation 
Commission, the members of which 
are: Chairman J. C. Pinnix, W. H. 


hilders and C. P. Newton, who ex- 


pressed the opinion that the power 
company's rates now are excessive. 


The inquiry is to cover rates charg- 


ed by the company for electricity, and 
for gas wherever it supplies the latter. 
Members of the commission said num- 
erous requests for an investigation of 
the company's rates had been received 
since the fact-finding tribunal was 
created by the 1933 legislature. 


The tribunal has no rate-fixing au- 


thority, but may investigate all facts 
having a bearing upon the rate struc- 
ture, and submit its findings to the 
Corporation Commission and 'the re- 
spective city councils. 


The city councils are empowered to 


fix .utility rates by ordinance in mu- 
nicipalities, and the CorporatioaCom- 
mission fixes inter-city and rur$l sub- 
scribers rates.
